Tri-City's core role in proposed Newark Experimental 
Schools Progr: 


With only two days notice, we were able to mobilize 
parents for a preliminary meeting at our church 

to discuss the proposal for a new, community-run 

public elementary school in our area, Our office 
drafted, mimeographed end distributed the only leaflets 
made available for the first and all subsequent

meetings to date, all held at our church. Our 


Program Director, Mrs. Williams, is serving as 
pro-tem Co-Chairman of this group. 


Projected services 


a. Movie series to begin next month. Two additional 
films will be made available to us through Mr. Lerner. 
A sub-committee of our Program Committee has worked 
out admission fees and will take responsibility for 
making this at least a self-sustaining activity. 
Teenagers are selecting films from catalogues they 
wish us to rent. 


b. Family finances counseling 


Thus far 8 community families have indicated interest 
in this service, to begin when Turner and Mr, 
Martin set dates for inđividual counseling. 


c. Health clinic 


Within a month or so Tri-City expects to receive a 
detailed proposal for a health clinic to be set up 
at the Center, to be open two days weekly Snitially. 
It is being drafted by several enthusiastic young 
medical students attending W.J. College of Medicine 
raind who are now working at Martland Hos- 
pital. 


Under the supervision of registered doctors and nurses 
(yet to be recruited) they envisage the administration 
of a number of blood tests (lead posioning, sickle 
cell, diabetes), V.D., vaccinations, eye and ear 

tests, treatment of certain pelvic problems, etc. 

Also to conduct a weekly training session for com- 
munity people to become medical aides. 


A lively discussion ensued on this project and the 
opportunities it afforded the Friends to be of help 

in enlisting doctors, obtaining of equipment, medical 
supplies, etc. When the proposal is available, it 
will be placed on the Friends’ agenda. 


d. After-school tutorials 


Mrs. Garvin reported that Dr. Chasnoff is trying to 
interest influential people at Newark State College 
to meet with Tri-City to explore setting up an edu- 
cation program at our Center. We hope to involve 
representatives of the Dept. of Education at Fair- 
leigh Dickinson and other N.J. colleges and uni- 
versities if possible (plus other interested 
educators) in a joint meeting on one of the follow-

e. Income tax assistance to residents of Amity Village 
No. 1 (the co-op housing project in the Tri-City 
area 


Mr. Zisman reported that he and Mr. Martin are in 

the process of working out en arrangement whereby 

Amity Village No. 1 residents may have assistance 

in preparing their 1971 income tax returns as a 

service sponsored by Tri-City, subject to policy 

decisions by the Tri-City xecutive Board regard- 
fees to be paid. 


3. Fund-raising 


It was recommended that the Fund-Raising Committee of 
the Friends work out a schedule of events to raise 
funds, including possibly a concert. In the interim, 

as an immediate project to ensure the operation of 

the Sesame program at least for the balance of the year, 
it was suggested that as many of the Friends as possible 
arrange individual parties at their homes. An officer 
or staff person of Tri-City could be invited to speak 
briefly on the programs anc goals of the organization 
and Mr. Parke and others would assist in trying to obtain 
some form of entertainment if necessary. 


4. Mr, Parke emphasized the need for developing public re- 
lations techniques to project and enhance the image of 
Tri-City, including press releases, a cli ping service, 
etc. Mr. Alston agreed to icke photographs of the 
children at play in the Sesame program on Tuesday, 
October 19th.
